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Late payers 
delay work 
for borough 

Work that would benefit the community such as 
parks and play areas is being delayed for up to two 
years by developers failing to pay cash they owe 
under planning laws, it is claimed. 

Councils are owed hundreds of thousands of 
pounds by firms who are required to contribute 
towards the community when they get planning per¬ 
mission. But schemes are being left at the drawing 
board stage while firms take up to two years to pay. 
Cradley’s Homer Hill Park was given £71,000 for a 
youth shelter and play area but work has been put 
back for more than a year. 

The cash has now been paid by developers Clancey 
and Henley as part of planning permission they got 
to build houses in nearby Albrighton Road in late 
2009. But locals are angry the process has taken so 
long. 

Ward Councillor Richard Body said: “We have 
been waiting for so long now we are wondering if the 
work is ever going to happen. It’s becoming a joke.” 

Dudley Council is owed £400,000 in contributions 
known as Section 106 payments. Of the £307,781 
that was paid last year, £232,646 went on open 
space, sport and recreation. 

Of the rest, £43,872 was spent on road improve¬ 
ments and £10,504 on public realm. The largest 
payout awaited is £16,594 from FA Bagley & Son. 

The agreement was made when permission was 
granted to demolish a car repair unit and replace it 
with five homes in Kingswinford in April 2009. 

Walsall Council has signed section 106 agree¬ 
ments totalling£750,303, but only £16,326 has been 
received. No money is owed to Wolverhampton and 
Sandwell, council bosses say. 

But Wolverhampton has £6m of untouched 
section 106 cash waiting to be spent. 

In Staffordshire, Lichfield District Council is still 
owed £210,000, while Cannock Chase District 
Council is waiting for £95,000. 

Councillor David Stanley, Dudley Council cabinet 
member for environment and culture, said: “A series 
of improvement projects, including a teen shelter 
and a toddlers’ play area, are scheduled to be 
installed at Homer Hill Park. 

“We are finalising funding approval and hope 
work will begin on site later in the summer.” 

JBs’ gear sold off 
through auction 

More than £13,000 of equipment from former 
Dudley rock club JBs has been sold off through a 
private auction that launched earlier this month. 

Administrators at the live music venue and night¬ 
club in Castle Hill hope to strip the club of its mem¬ 
orabilia and fittings before the building goes under 
the hammer on September 22. 

Birmingham-based auctioneers MGR Appraisals 
Ltd have been selling off music equipment and items 
that have adorned the walls of the club over the 
decades as it hosted legends of the music industry 
including Led Zeppelin, U2, Manic Street Preachers 
and Blur. 

The club went into administration in September 
last year and closed in January with £450,000 debts. 

The auction began on August 15 and potential 
buyers have put in bids for items. So far, 26 items 
including lighting and catering equipment, have 
been sold to four different buyers. 

MGR representative Natalie Shrigley said there 
had been a “good level” of interest in the items. The 
property - minus extras - will be auctioned by 
Bigwood Auctioneers in Birmingham city centre 
later this month.

A landowner has closed off a 
popular walkway because he is 
“sick and tired” of hooligans, 
arsonists and motorbikers 
causing a nuisance. 

The route through Roundhill Wood 
in Hagley has been shut by Lord 
Cobham following a spate of fires and 
anti-social behaviour and although it 
is not a public right of way, ramblers 
say they have been using the route 
for 25 years. 

But Lord Cobham, who owns Hagley 
Hall and the surrounding grounds, has 
barricaded it off because he is “sick and 
tired of hooligans causing a nuisance”. 

Members of Halesowen Ramblers Asso¬ 
ciation are looking to take legal action to 
get the path reopened as it has been in 
public use for so long. 

Lord Cobham said he was willing to 
work with the ramblers to come up with a 
solution but has warned it could take 
months. 

He said gangs of youths on motorbikes 
had been congregating in the area near 
the Wychbury Hills. 

Motorbikes 

He added: “We have had a lot of prob¬ 
lems with people on motorbikes and 
gangs setting fire to trees. 

“I have had to close off the path to stop 
them and also because it is simply too 
dangerous for people to go walking up 
there. It is my long-term ambition to open 
the grounds up to the public but I am 
being forced into this by yobs ruining it for 
everyone.” 

Derek Hill, a member of Halesowen 
Ramblers, said the path was an “impor¬ 
tant part” of routes for the group’s 180 
members. He added: “We could help out 
and monitor the situation and report any 
vandalism that we see. I can understand 
the problems but I don’t think it is fair for 
this path to suddenly be closed.” 

Fire crews and police recently warned 
that the ancient trees in Wychbury Hills 
were being put at serious risk by the 
blazes. 

Christopher Charles Lyttleton, the 
12th Viscount Cobham, said he was 
seeking legal advice about access to the 
path.

Recession 
blamed for 
fall in visitors 

The recession has hit visitor figures at the Black 
Country Living Museum say bosses at the Dudley 
tourist attraction. 

Figures for the site in Tipton Road, Dudley, show 
153,670 people headed in between January and July 
this year - an average of just under 22,000 per 
month which is more than 3,000 down on the 
monthly figures of last year. 

Last year, an average of more than 25,600 people 
flocked to the museum each month, with a yearly 
total of 307,326. 

Bosses blamed the recession for families feeling 
the pinch. Trustee of the museum and deputy 
council leader Tim Wright said family budgets were 
being “squeezed” and they had less free cash. 
“People have to decide what is necessary to put on 
the table and what they can live without, and luxu¬ 
ries such as a day out at a museum will suffer,” he 
said. “It’s a cracking place and a fantastic day out.” 

Attractions 

Former trustee and new leader Les Jones added: 
“Attractions such as the museum bore up well 
during the early days of the recession, but it seems 
to have caught up with them now. 

“I’m sure the visitor numbers will pick up again as 
soon as the economy improves.” 

Chief executive for the museum, Andrew Lovett, 
said a recent report by the English Tourist Board, 
VisitEngland, showed paid-for attractions across 
the country had seen an overall reduction in visitor 
attendance this year. 

He said a range of offers and events have been 
introduced in coming weeks to try and boost 
numbers. In September, a two-for-one ticket offer 
will run for the Home of Metal this weekend. 

It is the first time in recent years the museum has 
seen a decrease in numbers, with visitor figures 
rising 10 per cent to 290,000 in 2009 and rising again 
in 2010. 

While there has been a drop in the number of 
people going through the doors of paid-for attrac¬ 
tions, visitor numbers at museums and art galleries 
offering free admission increased last year. 

VisitEngland said visitors increased by up to 6.6 
per cent in 2010.

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Pole thieves in 
police chase 
are fined £100 

Two thieves who stole scaffolding 
from a Black Country building site 
before hurling the poles out a car 
window during a police chase have 
each been fined £100. 

David Jukes, aged 24, and Matthew 
Southall, 20, targeted the old Wordsley 
Hospital site in Stourbridge, which is 
being converted into new homes. 

They loaded 20 scaffolding poles into 
a Ford Fiesta before being driven 
around Dudley and Stourbridge. The 
pair, who pleaded guilty to theft, were 
fined £100, and ordered to pay £250. A 
number of the poles were hurled out of 
the back window during the chase, 
Dudley Magistrates Court heard. 

Jukes of Rookery Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton, and Southall of Netherby 
Road, Sedgley, were seen dismantling 
the scaffolding by a passer-by at about 
12.20am on June 23 and, when police 
arrived, the car had already driven off. 

A police car then followed the vehicle 
as it went up to 50mph along the A491, 
Kingswinford High Street and small 
residential side roads. At one point the 
car even went round the island at Hol- 
beache Road the wrong way. 

Mrs Marion Bibb, prosecuting, said: 
“One would presume the two passen¬ 
gers were responsible.” 

Then the vehicle lost control in 
Braithwaite Drive, Kingswinford and 
the three men ran away - but were 
found. Jukes insisted he did not throw 
the poles, said Mr Sunil Jagatia, 
defending. Mr Andrew Preston, 
defending Southall, said he had made 
the “wrong decision” to join his friends 
after an argument with his girlfriend. 

Andrew Hollihead, 24, of Brough 
Close, Lanesfield, has already admit¬ 
ted his part in the theft and driving the 
car. He will be sentenced at a later date. 

Store locations

Custody for man in knife offence 


Dazzling of pilot ends 


A man who brandished a 
knife in the centre of a town 
after a night out has been 
locked up. 

Jermaine Bostan, aged 20, 
from Dudley, was spotted on 
CCTV with the 3in lock knife in 
the early hours of July 9 
outside the town’s Castle Inn. 

Jobless Bostan, of Belmont 
Road, Pensnett, was seen pun¬ 
ching or stabbing the door of 
the pub and brandishing the 
knife at a group of four women 


with him and at a taxi driver. 
Police were forced to hit him in 
the leg with a baton after he 
refused to drop the knife when 
officers were called to the scene 
less than a minute later. 

Bostan had pleaded guilty at 
Dudley Magistrates Court on 
July 25 to being in possession of 
a bladed weapon and was sen¬ 
tenced to five months in a 
young offenders institution. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard that Bostan had been 


drinking and had been thrown 
out of the pub at around 1.10am. 
CCTV records of the night play¬ 
ed in court showed Bostan hold¬ 
ing the knife in his right hand. 

Mrs Amanda Tompkins, 
defending, said Bostan had 
taken the knife off a man in the 
pub and was worried about his 
mother, girlfriend and two 
other women who were still on 
the premises. She said he was 
“fearing for the safety of his 
girlfriend and mother”. 


A man who repeatedly shone 
a laser pen at a police helicop¬ 
ter - dazzling the pilot - has 
been fined £75. 

Hasib Khan, aged 20, used 
the £6 device in the early hours 
while with a group of friends at 
the Clent Hills near Halesowen. 

The light was shone in the 
pilot’s eyes and he was forced to 
turn up the lights on his dials as 
his vision was blurred, Dudley 
Magistrates Court heard. 

The car that Khan was a pas¬ 


senger in was then chased by 
the helicopter and police offi¬ 
cers through Halesowen. Khan, 
of Southlands Road, Moseley, 
Birmingham, admitted a 
charge of shining a light at an 
aircraft in flight so as to dazzle 
or distract the driver. 

Pilot Trevor Tiller had been 
flying the West Midlands Police 
helicopter towards West Brom¬ 
wich at about 12.40am on 
August 15 for a separate inci¬ 
dent when he saw the red laser

Mark Cooper, prosecuting, said:

Giant cabbage is 
stalk of the town 


Great-grandfather Tony Southall is the 
toast of his allotments - after growing a 
corker of a cabbage, which weighed in at 
251b 2oz. 

But now he thinks he is about to unveil 
an even bigger one at Amblecote Allot¬ 
ments’ Horticultural Show in Stourbridge 
on September 3. 

Tony, aged 74, of Barbrook Drive, Lake¬ 
side, Amblecote, revealed the secret of his 
success in growing such a whopping 
Cornish Giant cabbage, which he began to 
cultivate in March. 

“I swear by liquid comfrey to feed my cab¬ 
bages — it’s a herb and it smells like rotting 
vegetation,” he said. “I also put a bucket of 
wee in the compost.” 

Tony, a widower, who is a retired engi¬ 
neer, showed his cabbage with a 5ft diame¬ 
ter, at the allotment’s open day last week. 

“It was blessed heavy,” he said. “I have 
heard of people who say they’ve grown a 60 


pounder - but saying it and seeing it are 
another thing and I wouldn’t always trust 
what a vegetable grower says.” 

A visitor who guessed that Tony’s weighed 
251b — only 2oz out — won a bottle of whisky. 
And the cabbage was later donated to be 
eaten by residents of a care home. 

“The one I’ll be putting into our show at 
Amblecote Royal British Legion on Septem¬ 
ber 3 looks even bigger - but I won’t say the 
weight I think it is because it will be up for 
another guess,” he said. 

Tony, who has had his 148sq ft allotment 
for 13 years, last September grew a 1361b 
marrow - and this year he has another that 
he thinks should tip the scales at anywhere 
up to 2301b. He is also nurturing extra-long 
runner beans, as well as carrots, cauliflow¬ 
ers, parsnips and other vegetables. 

And Tony confesses he does talk to his 
plants — warning them “if you don’t grow, 
you’re on the compost heap.”

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Region’s care home pensioners are left in limbo 


Hundreds of elderly residents in 
care homes run by stricken Southern 
Cross have been left in limbo after 
landlords missed the deadline to 
transfer them to new operators. 

Union GMB said Southern Cross 
had told it care home owners would 
find new operators by August 1 
but most in the West Midlands will 
now not be transferred until November 
1 — the day after Southern Cross is 
wound up. 

Bosses said they were committed to 


continuity of care for residents. South¬ 
ern Cross employs 44,000 people 
nationally and runs some 19 care 
homes in the Black Country and 
another six in Staffordshire. 

Residents are in the dark over the 
future of homes such as Ashbourne in 
Dudley, Riverside, Holbeche House in 
Kingswinford and Fernwood Court in 
Walsall, which are owned by a 
company called Bruchmen. The 
company declined to comment. 

Homes in Aldergrove Manor in 


Penn and Bellevue Court in Wood- 
cross are among 12 in the Black 
Country owned by property invest¬ 
ment group NHP Ltd. The company is 
planning to run a number of homes 
itself. 

Continuity 

Director Jeremy Jensen said: “The 
operation of Southern Cross homes 
owned by NHP will be transferred to a 
new operating company on November 
1. NHP is working closely with leading 


care company Court Cavendish to 
establish the new operating company. 
In the meantime the homes owned by 
NHP continue to be managed and 
operated by Southern Cross. 

“The continuity of care for residents 
remains our number one priority.” 

Amanda Gearing GMB regional 
officer for the West Midlands, said: 
“The shambles that is Southern Cross 
rumbles on because apparently the 
landlords still cannot get their act 
together after pulling the plug last 


month on Southern Cross. Quite 
why the landlords as the owners of 
the buildings should be running the 
show is as mysterious as it is unac¬ 
ceptable.” 

Councillor Lesley Faulkner, cabinet 
member for adult, community and 
housing services at Dudley Council, 
said: “We do continue to work with col¬ 
leagues at a regional level through the 
association of directors of adult social 
care to ensure appropriate contin¬ 
gency plans are in place.”

RSPCA officers have welcomed sentences for two women who 
“systematically” drowned four cats in a bath in a Sandwell flat. 
Samantha Browning and Sophie Bird were last week each 
handed an 18 -week suspended sentence after carrying out the 
cruel act in a flat in Greenlawns off St Marks Road, Tipton. 

Browning and Bird were both banned from keeping animals for 10 
years when they were sentenced for the crime at Sandwell Magistrates 
Court. They were also ordered to do 180 hours unpaid work and were 
made subject to a two-year-supervision order. 

Magistrates also ordered 
the defendants to pay £483 
costs each to cover the 
RSPCA’s investigation bill. 

Calie Rydings, from the 
RSPCA, said: “The key 
thing is they have been ban¬ 
ned from keeping animals. 

“The sentences send out a 
clear message people who 
behave like this should not 
have access to animals.” 

The court heard 21-year- 
old metal sorter Browning, 
of Mason Street, West 
Bromwich, held the cats 
under the water after job¬ 
less 18-year-old Bird, who 
now lives in Gammage 
Street, Dudley, filled the 
bath. Browning admitted 
caus-ing unnecessary suf¬ 
fering to a protected animal. 

Mr Nick Sutton, who 
prosecuted both cases, said: 
“As an act of cruelty it is dif¬ 
ficult to imagine one more 
sustained and calculated.” 

Failing 

The court heard Brown¬ 
ing and Bird had returned 
from a party, where they 
had been drinking and 
taking drugs, when the 
offences happened some 
time between January 1 
and February 17. 

The deaths came to light 
after a suspicious message 
was written on social 
network Facebook. Bird 
admitted failing to ensure 
the welfare of four cats. 

Mr Jim Cooper, defending 
her, said: “She takes full res¬ 
ponsibility and is ashamed 
and remorseful. She was 17 
at the time living hand to 
mouth with no income. 

“She played no part in the 
physical act because she 
could not face doing it but 
saw it as a way out of her 
predicament and she acce¬ 
pts she is equally culpable.”

Caitlin, from Stourport, could swim 
before she could walk and her doggy- 
paddle style stroke got her across the 
width in 47 seconds. 

And, although she may miss out on 
the London Olympics next year, her 
Kidderminster swimming teacher is 
predicting she may become the Wyre 
Forest district’s own answer to cham¬ 
pion Rebecca Adlington. 

Caitlin, who lives with her mother, 
Tracey Girling, father Roger Morris 
and five-year-old brother Callum off 
High Street, Stourport, achieved her 
mammoth swim during a weekly 
lesson with the Baba Seahorse swim¬ 
ming school in the pool at Kiddermin¬ 
ster’s Holy Trinity School. 


David Salt, Caitlin’s instructor at 
the Baba Seahorse classes, said: 
“Quite rightly Caitlin’s parents are 
very proud of her and it is clear she has 
a special gift. For such a young child, 
her ability is extremely high as it 
would typically be a four year-old who 
could swim a nine metre width on 
their own and with such confidence.” 

Miss Girling, aged 39, said: “Caitlin 
started learning to swim when she 
was nine months old - and she didn’t 
walk until six months later. 

“I’m not a very confident swimmer 
and I wanted to make sure she was safe 
because we live in Stourport, near to the 
canals and the River Severn.” Mr Salt 
said: “Although Caitlin may just miss 
out on the London Olympics next year I 
am quietly confident in the years ahead 
she may be the Wyre Forest’s very own 
answer to Rebecca Adlington.”

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Man, 41, 
in abuse 
incident is 
sentenced 


An abusive drunk is behind bars 
after insulting a court usher as he 
waited to be seen by the judge. 

Ian Oliver, aged 41, turned up to 
Dudley Magistrates Court on August 
24 having drunk beer beforehand and 
verbally abused the usher as he tried to 
enter the main courtroom. 

District judge Graham Wilkinson 
labelled him “constantly drunk and 
constantly abusive” and sentenced him 
to 10 weeks in custody. 

Oliver, of Yew Tree Road, Netherton, 
declined the opportunity to be repre¬ 
sented by the duty solicitor and admit¬ 
ted he had been “out of order”. 

Mistaken 

“I had a couple of cans of beer before 
I came and got mistaken. I thought he 
was my mate,” he told the court. 

“I was out of order - simple as.” 

Oliver appeared was charged with 
breaching a supervision requirement 
attached to a 12-month community 
order imposed alongside a 16-week 
curfew after being convicted of intimi¬ 
dating and threatening behaviour, 
when he also daubed a garden wall 
with racist graffiti, causing £200 of 
damage. 

The court heard he had failed to 
attend appointments, and on one occa¬ 
sion had behaved in an “unacceptable 
fashion”. 


Inquest gives 
suicide verdict 
on lecturer, 51 

A former college lecturer suffering 
from inoperable cancer killed himself 
by tightly fixing a bag over his head 
and shackling his own wrists with 
handcuffs, an inquest heard. 

Alan Hobday, aged 51, was found at 
his home in Ox Street, Upper Gornal, 
on May 23 after police were called in by 
worried friends unable to contact him. 

Dudley Coroners Court heard the 
front door was unlocked and Mr Hob¬ 
day had been found lying on his bed 
still in his pyjamas. 

A suicide note was found by officers 
following a search along with Mr Hob¬ 
day’s will which had carefully been put 
in order. 

The former history lecturer, who 
worked at Halesowen College, had also 
made arrangements for his beloved pet 
cats to be cared for by his ex-wife. 
Black Country coroner Robin Balmain 
recorded a verdict of suicide. 


Live-in council staff have lower rent rise 


Rents at homes for Dudley 
Council staff in Black Country 
beauty spots will rise at a 
lower rate than other proper¬ 
ties across the borough, it has 
been revealed. 

The rates will increase by up to 
3.7 per cent - while in other 
council properties went up by an 
average of 6.7 per cent earlier this 
year. 

Staff who take on such positions as 
park rangers live at the 10 properties 
at landmark locations such as Himley 
Hall and Broadfield House in 
Stourbridge. They will have to pay 


between £1.58 and £1.60 extra per 
week. 

Earlier this year increases on the 
borough’s 24,000 council homes 
ranged from £3.37 to £5.50 a week, 
with the average increase equivalent 
to £4.52 per week. 


A report on Dudley Council’s 
website says the rents have risen by a 
higher than average rate in recent 
years. 

Councillor David Stanley, cabinet 
member for environment and culture, 
said the rents were in line with other

Queen of 
shops Mary 
in town for 
retail study 

Television retail guru Mary Portas 
will pay a visit to Dudley as part of a 
government study into ailing high 
streets across the country. 

Miss Portas, star of BBC2’s Mary 
Queen of Shops, will head to Dudley 
High Street on October 18 to meet with 
shoppers, traders, councillors and res¬ 
idents about what problems face the 
struggling town centre and what 
people see as the solution. She is in the 
midst of a study commissioned by 
David Cameron into the health of the 
British high street. 

She will present her findings to the 
Prime Minister at the end of the year. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin will 
also be on hand to guide her around the 
town. “Unlike other areas our town 
centre failed to attract investment in a 
decade when the economy boomed.

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Restrictions stay in 
place for Morrisons

Plans to lift restrictions on deliv¬ 
ery times at a Kingswinford super¬ 
market have been thrown out 
amid fears over noise. Residents 
near Morrisons, in Stallings Lane, 
were angry after bosses submitted 
proposals to get restrictions axed. 

The retailer wanted to remove a con¬ 
dition preventing deliveries from 
being made to the supermarket before 
8am and after 8pm Monday to Satur¬ 
day. It also wanted rules stipulating 
no deliveries before 10am and after 
6pm on Sundays and bank holidays to 
be lifted. 

The move would have allowed lorries to 
unload goods at any time of the day - which 
residents claimed would make their lives a 
nightmare. 

But Dudley Council has refused the 
application saying the supermarket had 
not provided enough evidence showing 
removing the conditions would not impact 
on nearby homes. 

Noise 

In a letter to the authority, one resident 
of Birchwood Walk said: “This planning 
application would allow Morrisons to take 
deliveries at all hours of the day. I object to 
this. Already the noise created from the 
delivery lorries is bad, so to allow them to 
deliver at anytime would be unbearable. 

“It is especially bad during the summer 
when we have our windows open.” 

Director of Urban Environment for 
Dudley Council John Millar said: “The 
applicant has failed to provide sufficient 
evidence removal of this condition would 
not cause undue harm to the amenity of 
neighbours living nearby caused by noise 
generated from the delivery process. 
Therefore the application has been refused. 

“Without the submission of sufficient 
evidence the condition should remain to 
protect neighbours from undue noise which 
would be associated with deliveries.” 

Morrisons spokesman George Kotschy 
said: “We are always looking to better the 
service we offer for our customers. As part 
of this we look for any way to make our 
stores more efficient.”

From soldiers fighting in the 
First World War to postmen 
and railway conductors - all 
of them had smart uniforms 
with shiny buttons. 

James Grove and Sons sup¬ 
plied buttons to the Ministry of 
Defence, British Railways and 
the General Post Office and the 
firm’s history can be traced back 
to making buttons during the 
American Civil War of 1861. 

Still based on Stourbridge Road in 
Halesowen, the company was 
founded in 1857 by James Grove 
who started off with just a horse and 
trap. In the early 1900s he travelled 
across Europe selling horn buttons 
from his hotel room. 


Now old photographs and arte¬ 
facts from the factory have been 
handed over to staff at Dudley 
Archives and they give a snapshot of 
the factory in the 1950s and 60s. 

Curator Andy Bytheway says it is 
wonderful to have such a rare collec¬ 
tion of buttons in the archives. 

“There are not many of these 
buttons left and so it is great to have 
such an extensive collection,” he 
says. “Not only do we have some of 
the pieces that were manufactured at 
the factory, but also pictures of the 
workers and the founder James 
Grove.” 

James Grove served his appren¬ 
ticeship with William Harris, who had 
a button factory at Spring Hill, which 
quickly became the largest and best 
equipped horn button factory in 


Britain. James and his wife Ann Eliz¬ 
abeth set up their business in prem¬ 
ises rented from Ann’s father, but in 
1865 this proved to be too small and 
so they decided to build the Bloom¬ 
field Works on Stourbridge Road. 

The company employed about 600 
men and women. Today, it employs 
around 40 people using sophisti¬ 
cated machinery and polishing tech¬ 
niques. 

Reputation 

Andy says: “When James Grove 
died in 1886 the reputation of the 
company as makers of first quality 
horn buttons was firmly established. 
When visiting the Bloomfield Works 
in the 1950s people would have seen 
the long line of storage sheds piled 
high with sacks of horns and hoofs. 

“The horns and hoofs were the raw 


material used to make buttons - and 
any that were rejected were ground 
down to make fertiliser, so nothing 
was wasted.” 

Pieces of horn were put into steam 
heated presses to make them flat 
and then button blanks were cut out 
by machines. Andy says: “Then 
workers had to match up the buttons 
as, when they were spread out on a 
glass table and illuminated from 
beneath, at least four shades could 
be revealed. The buttons were then 
cut to the desired shape, holes were 
drilled and then they were polished.” 

The process today is still similar 
and some work is still done by hand. 
In 2006 the company moved into a 
brand new purpose-built manufac¬ 
turing unit at Stourbridge Road and it 
now exports to most countries.

Benefit fraud 
woman could 
lose her home 


A 60-YEAR-OLD Tipton woman may 
have to sell her house after she admit¬ 
ted benefit fraud of £25,526. 

Corinne Bennett, of Station Street, did 
not declare on forms that she was living 
with her husband while she pocketed thou¬ 
sands of pounds over a four-year period. 

She admitted two charges of not declar¬ 
ing a change in circumstances at Sandwell 


Magistrates Court last week. The case was 
committed to crown court where a Proceeds 
of Crime Act application will be made. 

This will call for Bennett to sell her house 
to cover the cost of the fraud. Under the act, 
she cannot be forced to sell her assets but 
the alternative is to spend time in jail in 
default of payment. 

Miss Claire Beddow, prosecuting on 
behalf of the Department of Work and Pen¬ 
sions, said: “The fraud took 
place from March 2, 2006 to 
February 28, 2010 and 
involved a change in circum¬ 
stances where the defendant 
did not declare she was 
living in the same household 
as David Bennett as a 
married couple. 

“She claimed income 
support since June 1998 and 
also claimed council tax and 
housing benefit. She said in 
interview she had separated 
from her husband, who was 
in full-time employment. 

Joint 

“She said they had not 
spoken for 14 years but they 
later reconciled.” 

Mr Bennett’s earnings 
were transferred into a joint 
bank account and some 
money was also transferred 
into her sole account, the 
court heard. 

Bennett received £21,600 
in overpaid income support 
from March 2006 to Febru¬ 
ary 2010 and £3,926 council 
tax benefit. 

Mr Jim Cooper, defending, 
entered guilty pleas on 
behalf of Bennett. The case 
was committed to Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on 
September 19.

EXTRA floodlit artifi¬ 
cial pitches, more gym 
equipment and extra 
junior grass pitches will 
be created in Sandwell 
over the next nine years 
to improve the borough’s 
leisure provision.

Findings included swim¬ 
ming provision across the 
borough’s nine pools “is sig¬ 
nificantly below” the 
national average, with many 
residents travelling to 
Walsall. 

Compared to national 
averages, there are too few 
synthetic turf pitches, dance 
studios, golf courses and 
badminton courts and there 
is a long waiting list for the 
council’s 42 allotment sites. 

Recommendations to be 
brought forward over the 
next nine years include four 
floodlit artificial pitches, 
extra equipment at gyms, 
extra junior grass pitches 
and opening school facilities 
to the public.

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Private care places 
run up £100m bill 


More than£100million of taxpayers’cash has 
been paid out by Dudley Council to buy private 
care home places for borough residents in 
under three years. 

The funding has been used to find space for an 
average of 957 people per year since the beginning 
of 2009. But during this time council chiefs have 
been forced to axe three authority-run homes, 
saying there was no money left for basic repairs. 

Wallbrook House in Coseley, Areal Lodge in Upper 
Gornal and Amblecote House, Stourbridge have all 
closed. 

Latest figures reveal the council has racked up a bill of 
£100.6m. This year is set to be the most expensive yet, with 
the authority on track to spend more than £40m on the 
places - up from £38.4m in 2010 and £38.7m in 2009.

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Teenagers took 
boat on joy ride 


Two men helped to steal a 18ft 
fishing boat before taking it for a 
“joy ride” along a one-mile stretch 
of a Black Country canal, a court 
heard. 

Adam Cooper, aged 19, and Jamie 
Tranter, 18, were part of a group of six 
who took the blue, cuddy boat out of 
the compound where it was stored and 
through seven locks on July 3. 

Prosecutor Miss Kelly Hale told the court 
the boat had been brought to the Stour¬ 
bridge Canal at Wordsley for renovation. 
“The defendants collectively took the boat 


down the canal through a series of seven 
locks for about one mile.” 

“When they couldn’t get through one of 
the locks, they took the boat out of the 
water, walked around the lock and put it 
back in the water,” she added. Miss Hale 
said the boat had ended up being set on fire 
but there was no evidence suggesting the 
group had been involved. 

Captured 

Cooper, of Ridgeway Road, Wordsley, and 
Tranter, of Swan Lane, Wordsley, were cap¬ 
tured on CCTV with the boat and pleaded 
guilty to taking a conveyance without 
consent at Dudley Magistrates’ Court 
where they received 12- 
month conditional dis¬ 
charges. They were also 
each ordered to pay compen¬ 
sation of £65 and court costs 
of £85. Mr Michael Davies, 
for Cooper said: “They seem 
to have thought it was a good 
idea to take this boat down 
the canal for a joy ride. It 
started off as harmless fun 
but my client accepts it 
wasn’t.” Mr Malcolm Fisher, 
defending Tranter, told the 
court the boat had been used 
by the group to rescue a cat. 
He added taking the boat 
had been “totally out of char¬ 
acter” for Tranter. 

Four other teenagers also 
pleaded guilty to the same 
charge.

Hollywood takes up 
author’s first book

A Black Country author is 
preparing to rub shoulders with 
Hollywood stars after landing a 
role working on the movie of his 
debut novel. 

Steve Watson, aged 39, will be 
involved with picking the star- 
studded cast of Before I Go To Sleep, 
which has sold more than 100,000 
copies. 

Kate Winslet, Angelina Jolie and Cate 
Blanchett are among the names tipped for 
the lead role. 

Mr Watson is remaining tight-lipped 
about plans for the movie but says he is 
astonished that so many big names are 
interested. 

He said: “It’s all very hush-hush at the 
moment. The first I heard about the plans 
for the film was when I read about it in an 
American trade paper and it’s all taken off 
from there. 

“It will be great to be involved. I can’t 
believe what’s happening and I feel so priv¬ 
ileged.” 

Decisions 

Casting decisions are due to be made at 
the end of September, before the movie 
goes into pre-production. 

Mr Watson says he had no idea the book 
would change his life when he started 
writing it while working at St Thomas 
Hospital in London. The audiology special¬ 
ist has taken a career break and might 
return. 

He grew up in Wordsley, Stourbridge, 
and moved to London 15 years ago. His 
book shot to number seven in the bestseller 
lists in America, the highest-placed first 
book by a British author since JK Rowling. 

It tells the story of a woman who wakes 
up to find she does not recognise her life 
and she is married to a complete stranger. 
The tale is inspired by amnesia cases Mr 
Watson encountered in his career. 

A former pupil at The Wordsley School 
and King Edwards VI Sixth Form College, 
Stourbridge, he said he started work on 
the novel about two years ago. The idea 
was picked up by publishers Harper 
Collins, and has since been acquired by 32 
other publishers worldwide. 


The legend of the Tipton Slasher 
will be told as part of a new play 
devised by a Black Country drama 
group. Theatre group the New Joh¬ 
nians will stage the play called The 
Digger Uppers as part of the 2011 
Tipton Canal Festival next month.

The pub’s rear smoking 
area and outdoor toilet will 
be removed and garden steps 
rebuilt to give better access. 

A new garage with two 
parking spaces and three 
extra parking spaces for 
Churchill Retirement prop¬ 
erty owners are also part of 
the plans. 

In a statement submitted 
with the plans, a firm 
spokesman said: “The reuse 
and refurbishment of an 
existing building offers an 
opportunity to provide a 
sustainable development of 
a modern family-sized 
dwelling on previously 
developed land.” 

Dudley Council’s plan¬ 
ning department will take a 
decision on the proposal in 
the next few weeks.

Plans to knock down a business 
park and build more than 200 
homes near the River Stour in 
Stourbridge will go before council 
planners in October. 

Working industrial units at Sunrise 
Business Park in Wollaston High 
Street and nearby land off Lowndes 
Road and Bradley Road would be 
emptied and replaced by up to 215 two 


and three-storey houses. Councillor 
Colin Wilson, chairman of Dudley 
Council’s planning committee, said 
councillors were expected to meet on 
October 31. 

The controversial plans have sparked 
concerns from nearby businesses who have 
claimed the development would be a “recipe 
for disaster”, labelling the proposals “woe¬ 
fully inadequate”. 

The land neighbours both the River 
Stour and Stourbridge Canal - and after 
two major floods in recent 
years, traders say the devel¬ 
opment will make matters 
worse. 

A flood risk assessment 
carried out as part of the 
application reveals 30 per 
cent of the site is at a high 
risk, with more than one per 
cent chance of flooding, 
while 65 per cent is at a 
medium risk.

David Millward, director 
of Evans & White Manufac¬ 
turing Ltd, which has been 
in Bradley Road for more 
than 60 years, said waters 
had reached more than 2ft 
deep in his workshop. 

“The area where they 
want to build houses - 
where they want to put fam¬ 
ilies and children — is basi¬ 
cally one big flood plain. 

“I find that very concern¬ 
ing,” he said. 

He said he was also 
worried about residents 
complaining about noise 
from his factory. 

Nobody from site owners 
Revelan Pic was available 
for comment.

Hickman is looking to 
raise cash by washing cars 
outside his club, the Inspire 
Gym in Brierley Hill. 

The black belt second dan 
is a hero to the children at 
the gym after starting out 
12 and a half years ago. 

As well as washing cars 
every Saturday he is also 
taking part in a sponsored 
run on September 25. 

And, when he heads over- 


his trainer Paul 
Campbell believes he can 
chop his way to the top. 
Campbell said: “He’s dedi¬ 
cated and he’s well on 
course to, at least, emulate 
what he did two years ago. 

“But I think he’s got the 
hunger to win it now. 

“The first time it was a 
shock. There were thou¬ 
sands of people in Morocco 
and he suffered from a bit of 
nerves. Now he knows what 
is in front of him.” 

Karate has been voted out 
of the schedule for the 
Olympics in 2012 and 2016, 
leaving the World Champi¬ 
onships as the pinnacle of a 
fighter’s career. 

But that has hurt the 
sport’s ability to attract gov¬ 
ernment funding and spon¬ 
sorship, Campbell insists. 

He said: “Thomas knows 
he has to pay his way but we 
don’t do enough to support 
these young kids. 

“If they can’t afford it, 
they just don’t go.”
